And this high Complement 'we had for our Pains. -In a word; 


the French Army'did not ſtrike one Stroke in the Battle of Dun- 
kirk, only the Six Thouſand Engliſh. After we had done pur- 
ſuing the Enemy, Major-General Morgan , rallied his Forces, 
and marched over the: Sands where he had ſhock'd them at-firſt, 
to ſee what Slaughter there was made. But” Embaſſadour Lockhart 
went into'the' Camp as faſt as he:conld, to write his Letters for 
England ,” of what great Service he had done, which was: jt 


nothing. Mareſchal Turenne, 'and «Major-General Morgan, brought 
"the Armies cloſe to inveſt Duzkirk again, and to carry on the 


Approaches. The Margqur de Leida happened to be in the Coun- 


'tericarp, and received: an accidental Shot, whereof he: died ; 


andthe whole Garriſon, being diſcouraged at his Death, came 
to Capitulate in few Days; ſo the Town was ſurrendred , and 


Embaſſadour Lockhart march'd into it with two Regiments of Eng- - 


liſh for a Garriſon ; but Major-General Morgan kept the Field, 
with Mareſchdl Turenne, with his other four Regiments of Englfhr. 

The next Seige'was Bergen St. Winock , fix Miles from Dunkirk, 
which AMareſchal Txrenne beleaguer'd with the Frezch Army, and 


the four Regiments of Engliſh, and in four'or five Days Siege, 


Bergen 'St,'Winock was taken upon. Capitulation. Afareſchal T u- 
renne did'reſt the Army for two Days after, and then reſoly'd 
to march through the. Heart of Flanders, and take what Fowns 


and Jpres; for ſo ſoon-as: the .Redcoats* came near the 'Counter- 
ſcarp; there was. nothing but @ Capitulation, and 'a Surrender 
preſently : All the: Towns we'took,” were Towns of Strength. 

The Hſt' Siege we made, was before the City of Tpres, where 
the Prince de Ligny had . caſt himfelf in before, for the Defence 
of that City, with- two Thouſand*five hundred Horſe and Dra- 
goons : Beſides there were in the City. four Thouſand Burghers, 
all proper young Men' under their Arms, ſo that the Garriſon, 
did conſiſt 'of fix Thouſand five Hundred Men. AMareſchal Turenne 


ſent ina Summons, which was anſwered with a Defiance: Then

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 Mareſchal Turenne broke Ground, and carried on two Approach-

with him ; when the Major-General came, there were: above 'a 
Hundred Noblemen and Officers of the Army: walking about 

his Tent. And his Gentlemen had deck*'d a-Room for his Ex- 
cellency with his Sumpter-cloaths, in which homely Place there 
were about twenty Officers of the: Army with him; but as 
ſoon as Major-General Morgan came, Mareſchal Turenne deſired all:

Then his 
Excellence faid, he would acquaint the King and his Eminence, that 
Major-General Aforgar had put him upon that deſperate Deſign ; 
Major-General organ defired his Pardon, for it was in his Pow- 
er to. attempt it, or not to attempt it: But in the cloſe, Mareſ- 
chal Twurenne ſaid to the Major-General, that he muſt fall into 
Honſienr la Ferte's Approaches, and that he ſhould take the one 
half of MMornſteur Ia Ferte's Men, and that he would take the pther 
half into his own Approaches, Major-General organ begg'd. 
his Pardon, and faid he deſired to fall on with the Ezgl:ſh entire 
by themſelves, withoat intermingling them.

His 
Excellency reply'd then , that he would give no Signal at all, but 
the Major-General ſhould give it, and he. would not be perſuaded 
otherwiſe. Then the Major-General deſired his Excelency, that 
he would give order to them in the Approaches, to keep them- 
ſelves in readineſs againſt Sunſet, for at the ſhutting of the Night 
he would fall on : he likewiſe deſired his Excellency that he wonld 
Order a Major ont of his own Approaches, and another out of

Mareſchal Turenne came immediately with the 
Drummer's Meſſage to the 24ajor-Teneral, and was much trou- 
bled he would not receive the Meſſage before it came to him.

Mareſchal Tyurenne was 
Pleas'd to ask the Major-General, whether he would be one of the 
Commiſſioners, but the Major-General begg'd his Pardon, aud 
deſired that he might abide at his Poſt, till ſuch time as the City 
was Surrendered up. Immediately then his Excellency ſent for 
Connt Schomberg, and three other Commiſſioners, and gave them 
InſtruQions how to treat with the four Commiſſioners from the 
Enemy. Jult as Mareſchal Twrexre was giving the Commiſſioners 
Inſtructions, . Major-General A4organ ſaid, that the Enemy were 
Hungry, ſo that. they would eat any Meat they could have ;, whevxeup- 
on his Excellency ſmiPd, and ſhortn'd their Inſtru&ions, and

Territories. Mareſchal Twrenne was in the Morning betimes with: 
ſeveral Noblemen and Officers of the Army, and Major-Generat 
Morgan attending near the Gate, for the Prince de Ligny's com- 
ing out. - The Prince having Notice that Mareſchal Tarenne was 
there, came out of his Coach. Mareſchal Twrexze being alighted 
off from his Horſe, and Major-General Morgaz, * at both their 
meeting there was a great Acclamation, and Embracing one' 
another. After a little time, Mareſchal Trenze told the Prince, 
he very much admired that he would expoſe his.Perfon to a 
Garriſon before a Conquerimg Army : The Prince de- Ligny re- 
ply'd, that if Mareſchal Turenne had left bis Englifh in England, he 
aurſt have expos'd his Perſon into. the weakeFt Garriſon , the King 
of Spain had in Flanders ; and ſo they parted, and his Excellency 
march'd into the Town with a Frezch Garriſon, and the Major- 
General with him. So ſoon as the Garriſoz was ſettled , 
Mareſchal Turerne writ his Letters to the French King, and his 
Eminence the Cardinal, how that the City of Jpres was reduc'd 
to the Obedience of his Majeſty, and that he was -poſſeſs'd of it, 
and that Major-General orgar was Inſtrumental in that Service, 
and that the Engliſh did wonders, and ſent the Intendant of the Ar- 
my with his Letters tothe King-and Cardinal. Monſieur Talor

the Army within eight Days, and brought a Complement to 
Major-General Morgaz, that the King and his Eminence the Car- 
dinal did expett to ſee him at Paris, when he came to his Winter- 
Quarters, where there would be a Cupboard of Plate to attend 
him. .
